"If the school committee goes 


along with [the Boutwell School] 
recommendation, it definitely has 
budgetary ramifications," 

O'Donnell said Monday. 

O'Donnell’s most pressing 
requirement, however, is for “at 
least four or five additional teachers 
at the elementary level and maybe 
three to four at the high school 
level." 

But at least the first step as to 
where any additional teachers will 
teach was taken by the school 
building committee last Wednesday. 

The 16-person committee, 
comprised of a variety of town and 
school officials as well as parents, 
took just 80 minutes to return a 
unanimous vote, 

Selectman Michael McCoy pushed 
the question with a motion to reopen 
the Boutwell while reiterating his 
Oct. 10 selectmen's meeting pledge 
to see it happen: "I'll say it again - I 
want to see that school open in 
1995." 

With the Boutwell recommend- 
ation a foregone conclusion in the 
minds of many before the meeting, 
the committee got stuck on what 
finance committee and building 
committee member Ann Yurek 
warned some of her colleagues was 
“reality” - the fact that an override 
failed last year, could fail again this 
year and the schools need a backup 


a - most prominently accepted 
backup plan presented has the 
town's fifth graders moving to the 
intermediate schools, while the 
eighth grades packed up for the high 
school, 

Despite the protests of the two 
parents (who are not elected 
Officials) at the meeting, Agnes 
Fiumara and Carol Neville, the 
“five-eight plan" went to a vote and 
appeared to have enough to pass as a 
contingency plan. But Palizzolo and 
McCoy abstained, thwarting a 
majority. 

"I would. rather wait for the 
superintendent to give me a 
recommendation educationally as to 
what is the best thing to do," 
Palizzolo stated, 

O'Donnell, also in attendance at 
the meeting, indicated Monday that 
she opposed the five-eight move, 
but also said the town needs a 
backup plan if the Boutwell bid is 
shot down again. 

"Educationally, I really do not 
approve of [the five-eight} move," 
O'Donnell said, but added that "the 
other alternatives, like, « for 
example, putting all the 
kindergarten students in one 
location, seem even worse."

"The best part about it, besides the 
kids, is that everyone comes out a 
winner,” Manganelli said. “The 
Community Fund is very happy and 
proud to be a part of it, the parents 
are overwhelmed - they see this 
finageisl burden ahead of them and 


complicated and complex because of 
the many allegations and the 
substantial investigation involved. 
No decision:has. been made at this 
immediate time, but hopefully a 
decision will be made in the very 
near future.” 

McCoy said selectmen are waiting

PASSING ON 
IRA MONEY 

According to IRA rules, you 
must begin withdrawals at 70 1/2, 
but, depending on the amount in 
the account and your financial 
needs, there could be a lot left 
when you die. Who gets it, and 
how? 

If the IRA owner dies before 
distributions have begun, the 
beneficiary can receive payments 
over his or her life expectancy or 
can withdraw the whole amount 
with no penalty before age 59 1/2 
by the end of the fifth year after 
the owner's death. But if the 
owner had taken distributions, 
then payouts must continue at least 
as rapidly as they were taken 
before. 

Surviving spouses have the 
widest options. They can take 
distributions like any other 
beneficiaries or can roll over the 
money to an IRA of their own. 
The spouse should advise the 
custodian in writing of the change 
in ownership and name of new 
beneficiary.

The days of Big Labor are over, and unions are looked upon now 
more as annoyances than their former role as protector of down- 
trodden workers. 

‘The Tewksbury Teachers Association strike last week was an 
example of an unwise labor action by a union that has overstepped 
its bounds. All that was generated by the strike were hard feelings. 

Both sides quietly declared victory when the strike was over, but 


Sin the final analysis, the teachers got just about what they could 


have gotten with a much lower profile, behind closed doors, They 
gave up break time and professional days off, and got a raise that 
was less than what they wanted. 

The intangibles that were lost by striking, however, were too 


. substantial to ignore. The teachers union infuriated many towns- 


people by going out on strike, and there will be fallout from this 
strike for some time to come. It’s not over yet. 

Parents had to find day care alternatives for their youngsters for 
the seven-day duration of the strike, which was annoying at the 
very least, and expensive at worst. At Christmas time, the last 
thing anyone wanted was additional expenses because of the 
strike, and day care is costly indeed. 

Further, many of the parents affected, taxpayers all, make less 
than the $39,200 average that Tewksbury teachers earn. People 
find it difficult to support a strike by someone making more than 
they do (to wit: the baseball strike), and there was very little public 
support for the teachers in their recent job action, and that’s the 
truth. Of course, those same taxpaying parents will have to pay for 
the teachers’ raises, whichis sure to leave them smiling at tax time. 

Parents also have to cancel any plans for the February school 
vacation, forcing many families to give up their traditional ski

cherished things. Parents, and kids, took the worst beating in the 
teachers strike. 

The report in the Lowell Sun that striking teachers were photo- 
graphing parents who crossed the picket lines to drop their 
youngsters off at the North Street and Heath Brook Schools for 
day care struck a nerve with parents. The parents are now watch- 
ing, closely, for any retribution against their kids. That surveil- 
lance action was unwise in the extreme, putting the parents on the 
defensive. 2 

That teachers went out on strike at all, in clear violation of the 
law, puts them in a precarious position. Children are taught that 
breaking the law brings punishment, so why should this be any 
exception? The public would not shed many tears if retribution 
was exacted for the strike. 

But the timing of the strike was the most unwise move of all. 

The strike came on the heels of a report that aptitude test scores 
in town had geclineds making hard feelings even hardes, If the 
teachers think anybody but themselves will be blamed for those 
test scores, they should think again. Public schools are under fire 


* from several fronts, and the sliding test results simply reinforce the 


general impression that public schools cost a great deal and simply 
don’t work. Perhaps something new is needed, such as school 
vouchers, or privately-run schools. 

Perhaps time will heal the wounds caused by the unwise teachers 
strike. 

And perhaps not. Remember, those same parents who suffered 
the most in the strike are the same ones who vote at Town Meeting.

-Carbon monoxide 
’ alarm successful 


by Jeff Nazzaro 

‘When cold winter months usher in 
the home heating season, they could 
also bring with them a household 
danger - carbon monoxide build up. 
, Wilmington Fire Department 
personnel responded Wednesday 

orning to a brand new Woburn 

treet home equipped with a 
state-of-the-art carbon monoxide 
‘detector, Chief Daniel Stewartsaid. 

A call came in to the station at 
approximately 9:30 reporting 
carbon monoxide levels of 58 parts. 
per million (ppm) in the home. As a 
gauge, Stewart said firefighters are 
recommended to wear 
self-contained breathing apparatus 
‘when levels reach 50 ppm or more. 

When Lt. Ed Bradbury reached 
the house shortly after the call was 
received, the detector showed 40 
fipm. He reset the detector and it 
went back to zero ppm and stayed 
there. 

., Bradbury checked the home's oil 
‘burner and also the possibility that a 
garaged car may have omitied the 
ifernegis roe yhifhour Yasue 
lompyéeyihing’ sééiied’” fine,” 
Stewart said, “but just as a 
precaution [Bradbury] called the oil 
jburner technician.” 

While the house and its occupants 
‘were fine, the detector could have 
helped avert a more serious 
situation,

Carbon monoxide detectors, 
"virtually unheard of two years 
ago," according to Stewart, “are 
becoming very common." 

There are two types of detectors, 
Stewart said: one's that read 
directly, such as in the Woburn 
Street home, and devices that 
provide long-term readings. The 
latter are usually placed near 
heating systems to gauge how well 
the area is ventilated. They usually 
sell for around $30-$50, four to 
five times what a traditional smoke 
detector can cost. 

Carbon monoxide is a colorless, 
odorless, tasteless gas produced by 
any type of combustion, The most 
common home causes are heating 
systems and automobiles. Levels of 
the poisonous gas can rise when 
ventilation devices, such as 
chimneys, become clogged or if 
pipe connections are not secure. 

"Carbon monoxide almost blocks 
off the way oxygen can be absorbed 
into the bloddstream,” Stewart said. 

The- result is often poisoning. 
Sytptoms *of carbon monoxide 
poisoning include fatigue and other 
flu-like indications and/or a cherry 
red coloration of the skin. 

"The most important thing to do if 
the detector goes off is to call the 
fire department and evacuate the 
building," Stewart said.

Thomas McConologue's castle is 
nearly ready. 

The 32-year-old lifelong 
Wilmington resident had a dream 
come true when his name was 
selected in a Wilmington Housing 
Partnership affordable housing 
lottery. for a. new, ‘three-bédfdoih;

Dr. Tom Hirschfeld, a 
!Reading-based primary care 
«physician who recently loaned 
Phis expertise at a refugee camp 
near the Croatian border, says 
‘the scars of a civil war are not 
‘just physical. 

"There were a lot of people 
who were just very depressed 
and couldn't get out of bed," 
said Hirsehfeld, who recently 
returned from a 10-day stay at 
the camp, located in southern 
BS 


lungary. 

“Many suffered from depres- 
sion and anxiety and post trau- 
matic stress disorder," Tom said 
of the mostly Bosnian-Muslim 
refugees, most of whom were 
routed from their homes by 


Serbs in the former Yugoslavia. 
Hirschfeld spoke one-on-one 
with many of the 1,200 refugees 
at the camp and listened to their 
stories. With an interpreter, 


lungarian 4 
feld tried to provide encourage- 
ment, 

"T think I was helpful and I'm 
glad I went,” he said last week 
from his office at the Reading 
Health Center, But he's also 
realistic - some people have 
been driven from their homes 
forever and have seen family 
members killed. How do you 
encourage them? 

"You tell them that you 
empathize and sympathize. You 
try and find some positives. You 
tell them they do have family 
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here or remind them that the 
person in the next bunk has 
become a friend.” 


TOM'S TRIP was made pos- 
sible with the help of a couple of 


friends: Dr. Dan Friedlander - 


and Dr, Paul Radvany, both of 
the Winchester Hospital. They 
both made similar trips to the 
refugee camp earlier this sum- 
mer. When Tom heard about the 
trips, "I said ‘Wow, that's 
great." 

"There was a sense that he 
was able to give something," 
Tom said of Dr. Friedlander's 
trip. Radvany, who is Hi i 
by birth, then wrote to the 
Hungarian government to help 
speed up the process (inter- 
preter, lodging, etc.) for himself 
and Hirschfeld. 

"I basically said ‘piggy-back 
me’ (in the request)," Hirsch- 
feld said. "That cut through a 
lot of the red tape for me."

up - in just one day 2,500 
Tefugees were moved in, nearing 
its capacity of 3,000. The num- 
bers dropped to 1,200 when 
Hirschfeld visited. 

"I was there in a relative lull, 
from talking to friends who 
worked in Vietnam field camps," 
he said. In terms of conditions - 
both the people and the facili- 
ties, things could have been 
much worse, "This was like the 
shallower end of the pool.” 


EUROPEAN drug companies 
have been helpful in providing 
medicine, Hirschfeld said, but 
the camp lacks the basics. The 
drug companies donate the 
“fancy stuff" and not in large 
quantities, What they could real- 
ly use are bottles of aspirin, and 
other "garden variety" medi- 
cines. And, he said, "it was very 
hard to navigate through" the 
varied medicine chest. 


In addition, executing proper 
doses of medicine is somewhat 
of an imperfect science at the 
camp. The nurses do their best, 
‘Tom said, but a little monitoring 
from a qualified doctor can go a 
long way. 

"The problem was that they 
have to be given with a certain 
amount of supervision," he said. 
One patient, Tom was told, was 
suffering from severe depression 
and was "beyond help." A little 


investigating and he discovered 
that the woman was being 
administered heavy doses of 
tranquilizers. A few adjustments 
in the doses and she was back 
on her feet in no time. 

And naturally, there were 
physical ailments to deal with in 
addition to the psychological 
problems. Dr. Hirschfeld treated 
stomach and heart problems, 
migraine and thyroid conditions 
and other problems. In more 
serious cases, patients were 
transported to a small hospital 
in town. There was also a nurs- 
ing home downtown. 


MOST MORNINGS, Hirsch- 
feld made his rounds with inter- 
preter Istvan, a former soldier 
in the Serb Army. The two 
knocked on doors and asked the 
people if they needed medical 
assistance. Tom said it was 50- 
50, some asked him to come in 
their room, others stayed to 
themselves. Many just wanted to 
talk. 

"These people have nowhere 
to go,” Hirschfeld said. "Nobody 
wants to take them in." One 
man told him that his life was 
over, "He said, ‘What else do I 
have? My life is over ... I can't 
go back to Bosnia."" 

But at least the people at the 
camp made it that far. Many 
refugees must bribe the Serb 
police to make it to Hungary, 


and that's only if they can 
afford to make such an offer. 
And bribes certainly come with 
no guarantees. 


“If anything goes wrong or if 
you run into the wrong people, 
they just take you out of the car 
and shoot you," said Hirschfeld. 
"These are the stories they told. 
that's what the papers are full 
of. Everybody has family mem- 
bers they haven't heard from in 
years." 


Like Istvan, Hirschfeld 
described many of the refugees 
as strong willed. He said it takes 
“huge amounts of luck" to make
